Day is a first baseman 
and, though small in stature, 
has the stretch capacity 
needed at the first base spot, 
Early indications are that he 
won't be intimidated by OF L.

Janzems is fast becoming 
a coach's dream, He can hit 
long or short, when the hits 
are needed and is an ex- 
trémely mobile infielder 
with a glove that misses few 
balls. 

Higgins is a pitcher and 
saw limited action in 
Belleville. He's big — the 
way coaches like pitchers to 
be — and has good speed, 

He'll start in the Ray's 
first home exhibition game 
against Belleville tomorrow 
(Thursday) night.

Drennan said a pitcher should be able to tell if a 
batter is anxious. If he is too eager, he'll be swinging 
tno hard. Drennan said he knew I was anxious when ho 
saw three of his team-mates carry me to the plate 

“Yep, just couldn't wail to get there,” T said 

One of the least worries of a fastball pitcher is 
hitting the batter: Guess what my diggest worry was? 

“Tm moreworried about getting the ball past 
him.” said Drennan, 29, who pitched for Richmond nit 
Dynes when they won the world championship two 
years ago. “You keep trying to pitch fo his weaknesses 
and that’s all vou should be thinking about 

“If you start worrying about hitting the batter, 
you're going to throw a “gopher” pitch and it will go 
for the fence.” 

Drennan has been pitching for 18 years and he 
turned to fastball because he found baseball ton slow 
When his bantam eoach found out he could pul the ball 
across homeplate he became a pitcher and has been 
ever since. 

Drennan said young pitchers shouldn't concern 
themselves with throwing a variety of pitches. V 

“All you need is @ fastball to beat the batter 
Once you get past midget leagues then you'll have to 
rely on combinations more. But I don't throw that 
many pitches, really only three. 

“A fastball, a riser and a curve and occasionally 
a knuckle ball,” he said 

If he keeps himself in shape a fastball pitcher 
could throw until he was in his 40s, a remarkable lon- 
gevity for any athlete. 

So if you have any aspirations bear that in mind, 
And if you think you are fastball pitcher material come 
to me.
